MILL CREEK SEWER, 


Work on the Mouth of the Sewer To-day— 
Dynamite Used. 

All day yesterday workmen were engaged at 
the mouth ofthe sewer,. attemptingto effect 
an aperture in the arch by pick-axes and 
charges of gunpowder, which were introduced 
into the keystone by means of 
avills andexploded. These attempts proved 
unsuccessful, however, owing to the concrete 
solidity of the masonry. This morning a 
heavy charge of dynamite was introdanced, 
and exploded, tearing the entire top off tne 
arch, the waterfrom the sewer rashing intothe 
air a distance of thirty feet, until tne pent 
up body was reduced to the level of the river. 
Lives Were then introduced into the opening, 
and heavy timbers drawn out that lay at the 
top. This work wasthen suspended as the 
balance of the debris was too solid to 
be removeu except vy steam or explosives 
Tne harbor boat is still off the mouth of the 
sewer, anda diver is constantly engaged in 


attaching ropes and chains to the 
obstructions in the mouth of 
the sewer, which are then 


jerked ont by a steam capstan. The diver 
told a Post DISPATCH reporter that a vast 
amount of juinber, loys ana drift was piled to- 
wether rieht in the mouth of the sewer. 
In low water, he said, com 
paratively Jittie current Passed 
the locality, except in the shape of a large 
eddy that whirled everything floating on its 
surface rightinto the double arch, where it 
easily found a lodging-place. From 
present indications it will consume two 
or three weeks tu remove the obstructions by 
the mouth of the sewer. Several skiffg are 
plying in the vicinity, catching the lum- 
ber, etc., a8 it is drawn from the arches. 
Un several occasions the rope has been 
attached to portions of the drift so firmly 
lodged that it was parted. Now that the open- 
ing has been effected to act asa drain during 
any impending flood Col. Fiad claims that the 
second street vreak will be closed af once, 

As yet, however, nothing has been done to- 
wards the consummation of that promise. In 
the meanwhile the people are complaining 
bitterly of the stench that emanates from 
the opening. The Arbitation Committee 
appointed by the city were onthe grounds of 
the damaged district this morning taking an 
inventory of the individual damuge of each

THE DEMON DRINK. 


How It Has Ruined a Promising Jour- 
nalist and Diplomat. 
Chicago Correspondence Courier-Journal. 

The political and journalistic world will be 
startied and piined beyond expression to 
learn of the terrible weakness and misfortune 
which have overcome and befallen John J. 
Flinn, ex-managing editor of the Chicago 
News, who secured but a few weeks since the 
appointment of Consul-General to Chemnitz, 
Germany, as relatedina Times Washington 
special to-night. Courier-Journal reaaers 
will remember in this correspondence, under 
date of February 13, an éxtended account of 
Mr. Fiinn’s career from obscurity to succes8, 
from the time of his birth in Clonmel, County 
Tipperary, Ireland, in 1851, to the date of his 
appointment, about the 1st of February; of 
his early education in Boston; of the re- 
moval of his family to St. Joseph, Mo., when 
he was eighteen years of age; of his first 
newspaper work onthe St. Joseph Gazette, 
under Col. Cundiff, and later on the St. 
Joseph Heraid, under Messrs. Wilkinson and 
Bittenger; of his struggle in St. Louis upon 
the Chronicle; of his fortunate acquaintance 
with J. B. McCullaugh (“*Mack’’), who gave 
him a position as night editor upon the St. 
Leuis Glope; of his career as a brilliant cor- 
respondeat during the Kellogg-Warmoth 
riots in New Orleans and in reporting the 
Missouri Legislature; of his return to the 
Globe-Democrat fora brief period and then 
his first experience here in Chicago on the 
short-lived Daily Courier; of the fact that M. 
E. Stone, then and pow chief editor of the 
Chicago News, engaged him and gradually 
advanced him to his recent responsible posi- 
tion of general editor and paragraph-writer 
on that paper; of his real genius as a writer 
and briliiant generalship as a managing edi- 
tor; of the romance in his life, in the mar- 
riage at twenty to Miss Mary Talbot Cole, 
related the Talbot family, of Maryland, their 
separation for many vears and their sulse- 
quent remarriage here in 1873; of the perfect 
happiness of his wedded life, and finaily of 
bis success in his appointment after a very 
bitter struggle against his confirmation by 
aspirants of importance and influence, as well 
as the hearty congratulations being showered 
upon him by the newspaper fraternity from 
aii parts of the country. 

The truth about Mr. Flinn, all these years, 
has been that he was a victim to drink, and 
only through genuine beroism and bravery 
did he overcome this weakness. Shortly after 
bis connection with Chicago journalism and 
from that time until one week before his de- 
parture for Chemnitz, Mr. Flinn never tasted 
a drop of liquor, but a complication of cir- 
cumstances, including the sudden dangerous 
illness of his wife, followed by as dangerous 
an illness of his children, the excitement and 
anxiety attendant upon the fight which oc- 
curred over the confirmation of his appoint- 
ment, the overwhelmgng congratulations of 
nis friends upon his success, the breaking up 
of his home and severance of his connection 
with his associates of long standing, was too 
much for the poor fellow. The protracted 
«pree which has terminated so fataliy to Mr. 
Flinn’s prospects is said to have been begun 
in Wasbingtop a few days prior to his de- 
parture from Chicago to Germagay, when he 
was in the former city closing up matters 
pertaining to his appeintment. He there feil 
in company, it is stated, with a United States 
Senator from Texas, who has the reputation 
of never passing a night in company with a 
friend without that friend getting drunk. 
Poor ‘Flinn braced up (from this 
somewhat acd returned here in fair con- 
dition, }but left the city intoxicated, and it is 
stated on good authority has not breathed a 
sober breath since. He had accumulated 
some property, and by the disposa! of his 
housebold goods had $6,000 cash in his pos- 
session on his departure for Europe. It is 
understood that every penny of this has been 
squandered, and that both himself and family 
are now absolutely without means in 
Chemnitz. It is also stated that on his arrival 
there the Second Assistant Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Berlin, who was to have been Mr. 
Flinn’s chief cierk, proceeded to Chemnitz, 
and found Mr. Flinn in such a condition that 
he was compelled to assume the duties of the 
office. Every possible effort was used 
to restrain him from his fatal career, 
but without avail; the news has been 
eabled here, it is understood, that the 
German Government has flatly refused to rec- 
ognize Mr. Flinn, which will probably com- 
pel his recall by our Government and the ap- 
pointment of asuccessor at Chemnitz. 

In regard to the matter, so far as Mr. Flinn 
is concerned, there will be nothing for him 
from any source where heis known but the 
deepest pity aud commiseration. Of the in- 
fluences which brought about bis appcint- 
ment it is but just to Mr. Stone, chief editor 
of the News, to say that they were based on 
the latter’s absolute confidence in both the 
ability of Mr. Flinn and in the stability of his 
character, and the personal love of and confi- 
denceinthe man. Mr. Stone would have 
risked bis entire fortune on him, so certain 
was he of his absolute integrity of character 
and firmness of purpose.

A Hungarian Colony. 
From the New York Times. 

The colonization project recently set on 
foot by a Hungarian company 1s a broad one, 
and the plan and its details are commenda- 
ble. The design, as announced in the pro- 
gspectus, is to colonize certain available iands 
in Virginia, Southern Pennsylvania, and 
New Jersey, apportion them off into villages 
offrom 50 to 100 farms, the cultivation of 
which is to be intrusted tothe immigrants. 
The land thus parceled out is sold at cost 
price, upon installment payments, the pro- 
jectors of the joint stock company undertak- 
iag the enterprise relying for their profits 
upon the increase in value of certain lands 
they reserve in these viilages which wiil foi- 
low the growthand prosperity of these little 
village colonies. The directors say that they 
have now on foot negotiations to bring over 
500 families to settle as colonists on the land 
selected, these families being representa- 
tives of the yeomanry farmer class in Hun- 
gary. They differ materially from the ordin- 
ary peasantry immigrants in that, it is 
claimed, there can he no possibility of their 
becoming burdens upon the community for 
support, such as the ordinary type of ignorant 
immigrant is too often apt todo. Asaclassthe 
Hungarian immigrants are represented to be 
honorable and honest, of resolute will and 
liberal instincts, and as unimpeachable in 
domestic habits as they are sincere and de- 
vout in religious matters. Several Hunga- 
rian societies in this city and vicinity bave al- 
ready indorsed the projectand bave prom- 
ised to giye the incorporators their aidin 
carrying out the enterprise. Under such cir- 
cumstances the undertaking will be watched 
with solicitous interest by the public, and 
its success hoped for.

/usually secret, disgraceful and demoral- 
fizing—often felonious. It is not in the 
| public interest to tolerate gambling rings 
| Which co-operate with police rings. The laws 
‘upon the statutes are intended to expressly 
| prohibit the kind of gambling maintained and 
earried on by Mr. PATE, and we believe it to 
the interest of the community to have them 
enforced. In theevent that Mr. PaTeE’s busi- 
ness should be entirely broken up he might 
+o into the reputabie business of stock-breed- 
ing, or he mightinvest bis surplus funds ip 
good, paying securities and live the bappy 
life ofa renticr. At all events, he would not 
be an object of sympathy, and we don’t 
believe that he can make himself one by 
| writing newspaper cards. 


MR. JOHN J. O'NEILL, of the House of 
Delegates, 1s thinking of introducing in that 
body an ordinace requiring all saloons and 
| drinking places in the city to be closed at mid- 
night aud kept closed until 5 o’clock in the 
|} morning. The most infamous dens in the 
| city are the “all-night houses.” They are the 

resorta for evil characters of every descrip- 
tion an‘ four-fifths of the night crimes are 
directly traceab'e to them. All reputable 
saloon-keepers prefer to close their estab- 
lishments at midnight and there is no reason 
why the city should be given over to de- 
bauchery to accommodate fifty or a hundred 
dloggery men who live off the special forms of 
vice. Innearly all the large cities of the 
country the midnight closing ordinance is in 
force and itis found to work satisfactorily. 
The gentlemen connected with the saloon in- 
-terests here may regard this sort of legisla- 
tion as an abridyment of their natural rights, 
but the policy of regulating the liquor traffic 
has been thoroughly indorsed by society and 
it is too late to reopen that question, 


— 


THE proposition to still further anchor the 
| State Capital at Jefferson City by the erection 
of a Federal Court building has naturally 
stirred up the ambitious citizens of Sedalia. 
They want the Capital and they insist on hav- 
ing the Federal Court building, knowing full 
well that the expenditure of money in Jeffer- 
son, even by the General Government, 
will be used in time as an argument against 
the removal of the Capital. Sedalia is a 
bright and prosperous city, and Jefferson is a 
dead and dismal town-—-a sort of modern 
Nineveh. It is difficult to understand what 
Sedalia wants with the Capital, but it is easy 
to see that Jefferson can’t get on without it. 
As a matter of fact it is not always advisable 
to locate seats of government in bustling and 
cities. Legislators are naturally 


too close to the vortex of affairs. Medita- 
tion, such as VOLNEY indulged in amid 
his favorite ruins, is becoming to 
them, and Jefferson City is, there- 
fore, the spot of all others in our 
State. The St. Louis Republican, which 
isan admirer of antiquity and the sworn 
enemy of progress, insists that the Capital 
must be kept right where it is, and we pre- 
sume that it knowns whatis best. Between 
the mouldy, stale and dilapidated town of 
Jefferson and the ancient, rheumatic and 
spavined Lepubiican, there is the same touch 
of harmonious wnity that exists between the 
blind beggar and his yellow dog, and it would 
seem like a piece of cruelty to disturb the 
sweet relation. We feel it our duty to rebuke 
the ambitious and impertinent citizens of 
Sedalia who are striving to bring about an 
upheaval in our ancient, rock-ribbed and 
Bourbonic State. Let them wait patiently 
for a cyclone to remove the Capital, thereby 
saving the expense of an election and the bit- 
terness of feeling which must follow a public 
discussion of the question. 


MR. GLADSTONE’S remarkable change of 
front on the Irish land question will be studied 
with much interest all over the civilized world. 
It is virtually a confession that the present 
policy of the Government is a fail: 
ure and that more must be_ given 
to the Irish peasantry to secure the 
permanent pacification of the country 
than legislation has heretofore offered to 
them. Compulsion, he declared, was alien 
to the spirit of the Constitution,and although 
he felt behind him the power of the Empire 
he saw that conciliation rather than coercion 
is what the present crisis demands. He 
favored the application of the Irish church 
surplus fund to the payment of arrears 
of rent, but feared that it would not be large 
enough; and further, he announced that the 
Government considered that relief should 
take the form ofa gift and not that of a loan. 
After all, GLADSTONE has atruck at 
the root of the Irish question. It is 
these terrible arrearages of rent which 
keep the poor peasantry in a state next 
of kin to actual revolution. With a fair 
rent, tenant-right and no arrearages, it is 
hard to see what the Irish will have left to 
quarrel about. Sentimental grounds of com- 
plaint will alone remain with them, and it is 
very seldom that people who are not hungry 
will go to war foraseutiment. Such legislation 
as GLADSTONE evidently intends will! leave 
the demagogues with absolutely no platform. 
GLADSTONE has many friends on this side of 
the Atlantic who will be glad to see him cut 
once moreinto the Gordian knot of politics, 
and add the greatest work of his life, the 
pacification of Ireland, to his brilliant record 
as’ a Statesman.

The Election in May for a Three 
Years’ Term. 

Who the Candidates Are, and the Proba- 
bilities of Success, 


The election for the various officers of the 
Public. Schools will take place at the board 
meeting on May 10. Thetimeis mear at hand, 
and the singular fact is that very little work is 
yet being done. Tne number of candidates in 
the field is aiscouragingly | sma ll. 
The officers to be chosen are 
a superintendent of the schools, a secretary 
and treasurer, an attorney, an architect,a 
bailiffand one or two minor officials. By a 
resolution of the board passed very lately, the 
term of all these offices has been extended 
from one to three years, the extension to date 
from the approaching election. This ought to 
make the berths very desirable, and it was 


apprehended thatthe rush would be uupre 
cedented. 

This is not so, however, andtne outlook at 
present seems to be that the presenfé incum 
bents will have a walk-over for their various 
positions. For the superintendency Mr. E. H. 
Long, is of course a candidate. He was rather 
bitterly fought at the term he was last elected, 
A. J. Caldwell, of the Stoddard School, being 
the man who made the running. 
Mr. Caldwell, who has been ir 
the field for the last two terms 
against Mr. Lung, bas entire ly disappeared as 
a candidate, and there is very little probabill- 
ty that he will come out at all. In fact, his 
hame is not mentioned, andit is pretty sure 
that he has no designs on the place. Two gen- 
tlemen have been mentioned as competitors 
of Mr. Long—Mr. B. V. B. Dixon, of the High 
School, and Mr. F.C. Woodruff, principal of 
the Ames. 

Mr. Dixon has got his only boost so far from 
the Spectator, and Mr. G. I. Jones, of that 
paper, is understood to be bis principal friend 
and backer. The reason of this is alleged to 
be that Mr. Jones formerly published Sev- 
mour’s urithmetics, and the parties interested 
in these text books have pow organized & 
local publishing company. 

‘.A. B. Thomson, of the Provident Savings 
Association, and Mr. G. I. Jones, o! the Spec 
tator, are interested in this publishing con 
cern, and Dixon is said to be a candidate in 
the interest of tnisfirm.

How the Late Czar Was Killed. 
From the New Orleans Times-Demociat. 

The recent trial of Russian Nihilists has 
developed new facts regarding the assassina- 
tion of Aiexander Il. It seems the execution 
of the terrible plan was confided to three of 
the most trustworthy men im the Nihilist 
brotherhood. There was a wall facing the 
scene chosen for the attempt. In that wall 
three niches had been conirived for wateb- 
men to shelter themselves when necessary. 
Eacn of the Nihilists ocenpied a niche. The 
first was ordered to ajlow the Emperor and 
his suit to pass. The sec ond was to throw the 
first dynamite bomb as soon as the backs of 
the escort was turned. The third was ordered 
to do nothing unless hia comrade should fail. 
The order was faithfully executed. As soon 
as the Emperor and his escort passed the see- 
ond Nihilist threw his bomb, which expioded 
with terrific effect, killing borses and Cos- 
sacks and Slowing the Emperor’s carriage to 
pieces. But the Czar was unhurt. Then the 
first Nibilist,wich his deadly missile concealed 
under his armpit, forced his way through 
the crowd and flung his bomb before tne 
feet of the Czar, just as the latter had 
extricated himself from the wreck of the car- 
riage. ‘The act was both suicidal and mur- 
derous—a deed of assassination not without 
heroism, for the Nihilist himself was instant- 
ly killed, while the lower portion of the Em- 
peror’s body was actually biown off. ‘Then 
the third Nihilist forced his was through the 
ring of horrified spectators, lifted the shat- 
tered body of the Czar and examined the vie- 
tim. Ali this while he had his bomb ready 
for use, but seeiug that 'he Emperor was al- 
ready beyond hope, he placed the mutilated 
body in the hands vf the Emperor’s brother 
and the aides-de-camp and then, retiring 
into the crowd, disappeared. Subsequentiv 
betrayed »y the woman, Helfman, be was ar- 
rested and tried on the 25ih of February. 
The details of this triat are already kpown. 
But the terrible resolution of the murderer 
as revealed by the trial, mav well cause the 
third Alexanver to fear the fate of his father 
ere long, for the Nihilists have Officially an- 
— that the coronation shall never take 
place.

A Sickening Sight Witnessed With 
Glee by the Denizens of 
Clabber Alley. 


At 11 o’clock last night a sanguinary battle 
took place between Mattie Ford and Julia 
Jones, two negresses, both residents of Clab- 
ber alley, inthe saloon of Ed.
